The injunction proceedings had their 
inception last November, when Mr. 
Van Cleave asked the court, Justice 
Gould presiding, to prohibit the fed- 
eration from advising organized labor 
that the company was unfair to its 
emotes, and from printing that ad- 
vice the Federationist, the official 
organ read the federation.

The — officials, however, appealed 
to the public, setting forth ‘why they 
did not comply with the terms of the 
injunction. Mr. Gompers has published 
several officia] statements since then, 
going into details.

ing. 

In their answers to the setition the 
three defendants asked that the issues 
be tried before a jury and not by Jus- 
tice Gould alone. 

For the most part Gompers admits 
the correctness of the assertions from 
his speeches, interviews and editorials, 
but he declares that none of them was 
intended to be in contempt of any 
decree of the court. 

TRY TO DODGE ISSUE. 

The principal charge made in the 
petition refers to criticisms of the in- 
junction made by Gompers in an ed- 
itorial in which he characterized the 
injunction as an invasion of the lib- 
erty of the press and of the right 
of free speech, and further said it 
would be impossible to comply with 
of its terms. Replyingsto this 
charge, Gompers, Mitchell and Morri- 
son united in saying: 

“Answering the seventeenth para- 
graph of the petition, this respondent 
says that the editorial therein referred 
to is only to be understood properly 
in its entirety, and he accordingly 
for the full contents thereof refers to 
the files of this court. He denies that 
said editorial constituted in any respect 
the contempt of court, or that it was 
in any degree disrespective of the ac- 
tion of the court. On the contrary, he 
says it contained such fair and tem- 
perate criticisms as he had a right to 
Mmdulge in as a citizen, of the conduct 
of one of the officers of the govern- 
ment; and that the order and decree 
herein passed were never properly in- 
tended to take authority from him, 
his right as an American citizen, but 
only intended to prevent the doing of 
acts styled unlawful, had pursuant to 
a supposed unlawful conspiracy to in- 
jure. That there never existed any 
conspiracy, combination, agreement or 
understanding which resulted in any 
degree in bringing about the publica- 
tion of said editorial, but that the 
passage of the decree raised a new 
issue, to-wit: Whether the court.had 
acted within or without the limits. pre- 
scribed by justice: that this 1 
which was one only incidentally relat- 
ing to the pending case, but which 
might have been raised by a case be- 
tween entirely different parties quite as 
well, was the only issue discussed by 
him.

Halt crazed with fear, footsore and 
exhausted, and weak from hunger and 
loss of blood, Murderer Sutherland 
stumbled into the grounds of Charles 
Weihe at Seventy-seventh street and 
Moneta avenue, last night, only to run 
into the arms of Sergt. Frank Bene- 
dict and Patrolman Bert Smith and 
Leo W. Marden of the University sub- 
station.

FINE OFFICER. 


Filled Nearly 
Department, from Patrolman to 
Chief, and Faced Death Many Times 
With Impunity—Was Thirty-second 
Degree Mason and Shriner. 


Capt. Walter H. Auble was one of 
the best-known police officers in the 
West. He was born in Sa Mo., 
forty-seven years ago: His early. life 
was spent on a farm in that section. 
He came to Los Angeles twenty-six 
years ago and for several years worked 
as a teamster. At the time of his death 
he had seen more active service with 
the police department than agy other 
man in it. 

On January 1, 1887, Auble saw his 
first service as a patrolman. He was 
detailed as a detective in 1890 and 
served in this capacity for thirteen 
years, receiving his appointment as 
captain of police January 21, 1903. On 
November 7. 1905, he was appointed 
Chief of Police, serving one year, and 
returned to his duties as captain No- 
vember 7, 1906. 

His record was a remarkably clean 
one. He was known as one of the 
most faithful, hard-working men in 
the department. Through his efforts 
the department policy was kept clear 
of much of the interference ot political 
authorities. 

His bravery was unquestioned. Time 
after time he went into what seemed 
certain death, to emerge without a 
scratch. He had served twenty-one 
years at the time of his death and 


to leave his duties. 

Capt. Auble had a great love for his 
family. He was well known in social 
circles of Los Angeles, was a thirty- 
second degree Mason, Scottish Rite, a 
member of the Westlake Lodge, and a 
member of the Shrine. He was also a 
member of the Macabees 

He owned his home at No. 1817 South 
Hope street and held other valuable 
properties in the city. i 
He leaves a widow: a son. Earl. 1% 
years of age, and two daughters, Julia, 
16 years, and Gladys, 15 years. His 
mother, Hannah Auble, 82 years of age, 
lives at Savannah, Mo., with Nathan 
Auble, a brother of the dead officer. 
A sister, Mrs. Lillibridge, lives at Roch- 
ester, and two brothers, Frank and 
William Auble, of Los Angeles, are the 
déther living relatives of the deceased. 
The funeral services will be held at 
the home, but arrangements have not 
yet been completed. 

“The killing of Capt. Auble took 
from the department one of its best 
and most efficient men,“ said Chief of 
Police Kern, yesterday.

Lignite for Power Fuel. 

Experime made of the low-grade 
fuels for the production of producer 
gas, show large value for lignite. The 
development of the gas producer and 


the gas engine has given a new inter 


est to such low-grade fuels as siack 
done coal and lignite, and ex- 
haustive experiments conducted by the 
United States Geological Survey show 
that they may be economically con- 
verted into producer gas and may thus 
generate sufficient gas power to ren- 
der them of high commercial value. In 
this way lignite beds underlying from 
20,000,000 to 30,000,000 acres of public 
lands, heretofore supposed to have lit- 
tle or no commercial value, are shown 
to have a large value for power de- 
velopment. This is of importance to 
the West, and makes possible a great 
industrial development there. 
A Great Vineyard. 
The largest Tokay vineyard in the 
world is the 1100 acres of growing 
vines owned by the California Vine- 
ard Company, about fourteen miles 
rom Sacramento. This vineyard is 
not the largest in the world, nor in 
California, but is by long odds the 
biggest anywhere which is devoted ex- 


clusively to the Tokay.

FIRST MARATHON. 


Most Interesting 


Race Ever Wit- 


nessed in Los Angeles County Won 
by Edward Dietrich—Pretty Wom- 
an’s Vain Pat— Vivid Panorama. 


BY HARRY C. CARR, 


ALIFORNIA'S first Marathon race 

was won yesterday by a red- 

headed boy named Edward Diet- 
rich, who “lit out“ like a scared jack 
rabbit at the crack of the starting 
pistol and never stopped for breath 
until he crossed the line at Venice, 
seventeen miles away. 

The other runners never caught sight 
of him from the time he started down 
Spring street until they saw him being 
rubbed down in the Athletic clubrooms 
at Venice. 

He must have finished at least a 
mile ahead of the second man and 
made the run in just a minute and a 
half over two hours. 

It was one of the finest sporting 
events ever held by Los Angeles ath- 
letes. It has baseball beaten forty 
blocks; no track athletics can stand 
comparison for a minute with a Mar- 
athon race. I saw it all in an auto- 
mobile. 

Picturesque, intensely dramatic, easy 
to “stage” as theatrical men say, plain 
for every one to see, calling for pluck 
and endurance and skill, it seems an 
ideal sport. 

There is no doubt that the race from 
Venice to Los Angeles will become a 
national sporting event with runners 
entered from every part of the United 
States. 

The Marathon race at London—twen- 
ty-six miles in the soggy English air— 
was brutal manslaughter. The race 
yesterday was just long enough to 
try the pluck of the racers. 

It was a perfect California day— 
balmy and soft-aired. 

THE EIGHT. 

Eight young fellows in running 
clothes lined up in front of the Ath- 
letic Club at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and started at the crack of a pis- 
tol, fired by the Mayor. 

One was a nice-looking red-headed 
boy with long fine muscles: that was 
Edward Dietrich; he has been working 
in the of! fields and shinning up and 
down the sides of the Whittier bills. 

was a dogged, dark-skinned 
young fellow with heavy shoulders and 
ick stocky muscles; that was Joe 
Pensa; he ran Uke a buffalo; sheer 
pluck carried his huge weight. Mile 
after mile, he led them all but Diet- 
rich; but he tired at last and struggled 
across the line, faint and gray as 
ashes. 

One was a slender. graceful boy with 
a fine, aquiline face; built as slightly 
as a deer: that was Boscha. He fin- 
ished second after a wonderful race. 

Another was Ray Snyder, very white 
of skin and delicate looking. whose 
will power carried him far. 
down about half-way. 

Gtorge Retzer, the amateur wrestler 
who went into the race sick, but fin- 
ished third, ran in perhaps the most 
perfect “form” of any contestant. His 
lorig, lithe strides never varied or fal- 
He fought hard with Boscha, 
but lost second place.

RABBITS 
ARE FIERCE. 


Break Down Fences, Destroy 
Crops—Ranchers Plan 
* Round-up. 

Jack rabbits are so thick in 
the Antelope Valley that the 
ranchmen are almost in despair. 
The animals are becoming s0 
fierce that they are actually 
breaking down. the fences 
around the alfalfa fields and 
eating the stuff down to the 
roots. Not content with this, 
they, are swarming into the 
desert towns and invading the 
front yards of the dwellers. 

The citizens of Lancaster 
turned out Monday and made 
a round-up raid in the suburbs 
near the Catholic church, They 
put a fence across the road be- 
tween fences surrounding 
fields on either side, and in a 
short time drove in and killed 
with clubs over 500 jack rabbits. 

So many rabbits have been 
shot in the vicinity of Lan- 
caster that the stench is be- 
coming unbearable, and the in- 
habitants are working hard to 
bury them in large pits.

IRISH LEADER 


HAS PASSED ON. 


Death of John Kenealy-of 
Los Angeles. 


— 


Famous Figure Was He in 
the Old Country. 


* 


Tried for High Treason and 
Banished Over Sea. 


— 


John Kenealy, an old and wen- 
known resident of this city, died yes- 
terday morning at his residence, No. 
1121 West Ninth street. Mr. Kenesaiy 
has been confined to his home for 
many months with a malady which 
slowly sapped his life and surely 
brought him to the final end. Before 
coming to Los Angeles in 1875 he had 
become a noted and heroic figure in the 
Irish revolutionary cause and for his 
activity had been one of Eng- 
land’s political prisoners in Australia. 

Born in a village near the City of 
Cork, in 1837. he early breathed the 
spirit of rebellion that culminated in 
the movement of "65 and resulted in 
his apprehension and confinement for 
high treason. In his youth he was ap-

prenticed to the Queen's Ou Castle of 
the city of Cork, and after the custom 
of those days was adopted as a mem- 
ber of the household of the principais 
of the firm, and spent his early man- 
hood acquiring a practical knowledge 
of the dry goods business. 

In the early sixties he became one of 
the linen and silk buyers fer his 
house, and attended the continental 
markets on its behalf. In the meantime 
his inborn spirit of revolt was fos- 
tered in his associations and studies 
and step by step he became more of @ 
figure in the Nationalist movement of 
those days. Having a natural access 
on account of his business with sym- 
pathizers in other places, Mr. Kenealp 
was often intrusted with delicate miss 
sions on behalf of his cause, and finally 
becoming intimately allied with its 
leaders he was with them arrested and 
confined in Portland prison under 
charge of high treason. 

The stormy trials that féllowed are 
historical and after long delay re- 
sulted in conviction and the infliction 
of sentences of ten years’ confinement 
in Australia. Thither went many ef 
his companions. Mr. was 
transported in 1867 and after servitig 
less than two years of his term he 
was pardoned, with the condition t 
temporary banishment from  Britiah 
possessions. ‘ 

Coming at once to San Francisco, he 
again engaged in the dry goods busi- 
ness in that city and so remained un- 
til in the spring of 187 he sted in

For America these days are uncovering a 
great number of ces of abnormal degeneracy. 
Taking the world as a whole, humanity ig not on 
the down grade. Among the immigrants of this 
period we are receiving a large number of persons 
who never have risen to a high point of moral de- 
velopment. Parts of Europe are full of people 
whose families have always lived on a very low 
plane. Ignorance and vice have been their state 
since the days of general barbarism. They are 
generally a little better than their forefathers, and 
the farther you follow them back the worse the 
conditions will be found. 

But American blood has been better. The earliest 
settlers in this country were far above the average 
in the lands from which they came. Until recently 
our immigrants were generally of a high standard, 
compared with the population of the world as a 
whole. The new immigration is not of a high type, 
taken as a whole. 

The poison has been working in the native 
blood, partly by inheritance, partly by contagion 
and example.

Then it was that the City Clerk said 
the attorney had not half worked up 
some liquor cases, and - immediately 
Heathman shook his fist and said Ted- 
ford was a “durn Har.“ He said he 
won all the cases he went into alone 
— lost all those in Which he had had 
elp. 
“I know what I am talking about,” 
said Tedford. “No gentleman would 
talk as you do.”
